_ tion mechanics and ‘salesmen are familiar, which’ will- prevent the occurrence of 
similar accidents and the attendant possibility of serious injuries. However, since 
. many radio aerial installations may be made by owners instead of by radio men, 


the Company wishes to point out these rules so that everyone may be familiar 
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SS GESAFETY RULES 


1. NEVER attach a radio aerial or lead-i -in (or anything lise) to a 
pole carrying electric wires. 


2. Locate the aerial so that it will not cross 5 the path followed by 
arr electric-ine-——~- 
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3. If it is unavoidable that the aerial or lead-in crosses the path 
of an electric line, ALWAYS CROSS BELOW THE ELECTRIC 
WIRES — NEVER-ABOVE THEM. Never allow a radio aerial or 
lead-in wire to come any closer than six feet from an electric 
power wire, and always keep it as far away as possible,
